The Col- 
lege of Cardinals hereupon have demanded of the 
Pope to be pleafed to declare the new Cardinals he 
defigned to nominate at the next Promotion. 
From the Hague and Amit Coorants, Dec. 4, 5- 
Warfaw, Nov.7. The Palatine of Mazovia is to 
Ambaffadour of the King and Republick of Po- 
fied to the Czar, 40 make very plain Reprefenta- 
tions on divere Subjects, but more particularly a- 
boat the reftoring of Livonia to the Republick, 
purſuant to the Czar' Engagement; his Inftruc- 
tions are drawn up, aod 57 are very attentive 
to know what that Monarch will aoſwer to theſe 
Propofitions. It is written from Dantzick, that the 
Abbot Silva is arcived there, to be prefent at the 
enfuing Diet bere on the part of the Emperour. 
From the Hague Courant, dated Dec. 4. 
Stockholm, Nov. 16. On the 12th Inftant, a Pro- 
clamation was read from the Pulpits in all the 
Churches, for calling a General Diet, to meet here 
on the 25th of Janaary next, N. 8. Another Pro- 
clamation has been 222 forbidding the 
wearing of Sworde to all Soldiers who are not up 
on Duty, and to all Footmen, thoſe belonging to t 
Court not excepted, becaufe the Streets have for 
ſome time paft been very much inſeſted in the 
Ni he time. f 
From the Amſt. Cazette, dated Dec. 5. 
Ratisbon, Nov. 27. On the 22d Inftant Advice 
came from Vienna, that the Emperour has writ to 
the Electors of Mentz aod Palatine; and to the Bi- 
fhop of Spire, concerning the Religious Grievan- 
ces, to exhort them to make up thoſe Differences 
friendly Compofition ; iatimating to them, that 
that has paſſed bitherto on that Head, has not 
been agreeable te him, and that be will employ all 
his Cares to preferve'a good Intelligence and Uni- 
on between the Electort and States of the Empire. 
From the Leiden Gazette, dated Dee. 5. 
Darmftat, Nov. 29. It is advifed from Heidel- 
berg, that the Coach of M. Spina, the Minifter of 
the States General, ftanding before the Door of 
M. d'Oſemberg. the Minifter of the Landgrave of 
Heſſe Caffel, at the time that a Prieſt was carrying 
what they call the Venerabile, to a fick Perfon, 
oe Coachman being threatned with Blows, was 
forced to alight from the Box aed to koeel down : 
The faid Minifter went immediately to complain to 


the Elector, and made Report of what had hap- 


pened, to the States General his Mafters. 
From the Amft, Gazette, dated Dec. 5. 

Amfterdam, Dec 4. The celebrated Pafquice 
Quefnel, Father of the Oratory of France, who 
fince the Year 1704 had retired to this Place, died 
here on the 2d Taliane, in the 86th Year of 
bie Age. On the 28th of November, find 
himfelf ill of a Fever, and confidering that it 
was dangerous for a Perfon of his Age, he de- 


manded the Sacraments of the Romifh Church, 


which accordingly were adminiftred to him that 
Afternoon by the Hands of his Paſtor. He kept 
his perfect Senfes to the laſt Moment, and from the 
Morning he never ceaſed to fay Pfalms with an au- 
dible Voice. On the ſaid 28th of November, after 
having received all the Sacramente, he Judged pro- 
per, in order to prevent all Calumnies which might 
be difperfed after his Death, to make his Confeflion 
of Faith m the Prefence of two Apoftolick Proto- 
notaries and Witnaſſes, which he figned with hie 
own Hand. The fame is as follows: 
I The underwritten A Sa Quefnel, born at Pa- 
cis, Father of the Oratory of France, finding 


my ſelf dangeroufly fick a- bed, and being probably 
foon to give Account to the Supreme Judge of all 
Actions of my Life, do declate as follows : 

I believe all the Truths which Jefus Chrift has 
taught to his Church, in the Bofom of which I will 
die, and with which I condemn all the Errors 
which fhe condemns, or which fhe fhall condemn. 

I acknowledge the Sovereign Pontiff to be firft 
Vicar of Jefus Chrift, and the Apoftolick See to 
be the Center of Unity. 

I declare that I never pretended to fay, to write, 
or to think, any thing contrary to the Belief and 
Doctrine of the Holy Catholick Church, or to the 
Refpe&t which every humble Son of the Church 
owes to her Decifions. 

As to my Book of Mora! Reflections on she News 
Teftament, I declare, that in compofing it, I ne vet 
had the leaft Thought to infert any thing that was 
contrary to the Sentiments of the Church, or had 
any Relation to the pernicious Errours, or mali- 
cious Intentions that were imputed tome at Rome 
and in France, and which I deieſt from the bottom 
of my Heart; but that the fole Intention I had in 
compofiag it, was to do ſome Service to the Church 
by inſtructing the Faithful. 

That I perſiſt in believing, chat I have taught 
Nothing in my Book of Moral Refleftions, nor in 
my other itp but what is perfectly conform 
to the Belief of the Church; but in cafe that a 
gaioft my Intention I might have let fall any thing 
that might be contrary to it, I retract it, and I de- 
teſt it, fubmitting my felf before-hand to all that 
the Church fhall decide touching my Writings and 


my Perfon. 


That I renew the Complaints and Proteftations 


Ihave made againft the manifeſt Injuftice of thoſe 
who have condemned me without hearing me, or 
having read my 22 in my own Juſtiication. 
That I perfift in the ppeal I have put in, to the 
future General Council from the Conftitution 
dur holy Father the Pope, which begins with thefe 
Words, Unigenisus Dei Filius, and from all the 
Grie vances and Complaints, of which | have deman- 
ded Juſtice of the Church. 
Laftly, That I deteſt all Spirit of Schifta and 
Diviſſon. Theſe are the Sentiments in which I 
will die in the Communion and Unity of the Ca- 
tholick, Apoftolick, and Romifh Church.
